‘toured the United States and Canada with ‘the subject.. MOTT stated he: 
yersonally knows thet the tour was‘strictly.a pleasure trip and that . 
“CURRIEBHOY bought a-car in order to make the trip with his sister, HASAN, one 
irs, AHMAD and another ‘unidentified Indian. -He pointed out that CURRIMBHOY © 
comes from a very wealthy fanily. >
